The planned Lance Armstrong Bikeway was concetved by local ¢yclist and activist Eric Anderson who
envisioned a continuous bicycle commuting route across the heart of Austin linking east to west with
many connections to other routes along the way Anderson and many other members of the community
worked tirelessly during the planning stages of the project which was proposed for statewide
Transportation Enhancement funding in August 1999 It was selected for funding in January 2000 after the
City pledged to increase the local match from the customary 20% to about 38% Total funding for the
project s approximately $3 2 mullion The six mife east west route will connect part of west and east
Austin and will consist of on street and off street paths

Given the limitations of the budget 1t was recommended that an artist be commissioned to review the
current overall design of the Bikeway n order to identify various opportumities for public art The selected
artist would propose and design artistic enhancements to be integrated into the trail for Bikeway users
which could include (but not be limited to) gateways penodic rest stops shade structures signage
seating mile markers graphic detalls etc The exact nature locabion and number of the proposed
enhancements were determined in conjuncbion with the design team and Public Works In establishing a
graphic identity for the Bikeway the enhancements would lend themselves to a consistent approach to
developing a recognizable look and feel for the Bikeway 1t is desirable for the artistic enhancements to be
integrated into the overall design of the Bikeway require a minimum of maintenance and be accessible but
not obtrusive to the users of the Bikeway Artwork will be responsive to the Bikeway s context

The budget for artwork (inclusive of design fabrication nstallation structural drawings insurance
requirements an documentation) 1s $60 000

SELECTION PROCESS Artists 18 years and older who lived and/or worked within 50 miles of Austin were
invited to apply City of Austin employees and project consultants and their employees and sub consultants
were inelgible The Request for Qualifications was announced through e mail and hard copies to media
contacts public art programs arts organizations Austin s cycling community and mailing lists The RFQ and
supporting information was also posted on the AIPP website
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Selectton Panel and Advisors reviewed all 22 eligible applications submitted by the advertised deadline and
recommended one finalist and one alternate for the project

SELECTION PANEL RECOMMENDATION The Selection Panel and Advisors selected one artist team
(NextProject Leah Davis Robert Gay and Jack Sanders) and one alternate (Barna Kantor) to recommend
to the AIPP Pane!l and Arts Commussion All are local artists who have experience with a variety of media
commissions and site specific installations

ART IN PUBLIC PLACES PANEL The Art in Public Places Panel approved the Selection Panel s
recommendation of NextProject as first choice and Barna Kantor as alternate on May 1 2006 (5 0 0)

The artists presented their final design to the Art in Public Places Panel on January 4 2007 and received
unanrtmous approval from the Panel The artists design consists of a series of four elements that work
together to create a consistent look and feel for the Bikeway a thermo plastic paint gradient to be painted
on the roadway and off road sections of the Bikeway modular bench/bike racks to be installed at certan
locations on the Bikeway route bolards and sign to be installed as markers along the route and two
bookend large scale sculptural pieces All items are united by singular color choice graphics and durable
media Media and locations of artwork were approved by staff memebers of the Traffic and Engineering
Department and Project Management Division of Public Works and staff members of the the Parks
Department

AUSTIN ARTS COMMISSION The Austin Arts Commission unanimously approved the Selection Panel s
recommendation on May 15 2006

The Austin Arts Commussion approved the artist s final design on January 8 2007
